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•Vise Men's 'Star to Reappear

BOSTON (AP) - 
Early 


Christmas m o r n i n g three 
"wandering stars" win appear 
together to reproduce a rare 
celestial event that may have 
led the Wise Men to the 
Bethlehem m a n g e r where 
Christ was born. 


The "stars," actually the 


planets Venus, Jupiter and 
Mars, will mass that morning 
near the crescent moon in a 
phenomenon very like one 
that occurred in 7 B.C., the 
year the Christ child is'be- 
lieved to have been born. 


In that year, the planets 


Jupiter, Saturn and Mars 
came together in the heavens, 
an event that happens once 


every 800 years, said Walter 
N. Webb, assistant director of 
the Charles Hayden Plan- 
etarium of the Boston Mu- 
seum of Science. 


Fraught With Meaning 
The massing of three plan- 


ets will not be a visually 
spectacular event this year, 
said Webb, nor would it have 
been in the year Jesus was 
born. But to an astrologer— 
and the Three Wise Men are 
thought to have been expert in 
the occult science of interpret- 
ing heavenly signs—the plan- 
ets' 
coming together may 


have seemed fraught with 
meaning. 


Some historians believe the 


Wise Men came from the area 
of Mesopotamia. If so, said 


Webb, the apparent westward 
movement of the three plan- 
ets, caused by the rotation of 
the earth, could have suggest- 
ed to them that the new-born 
king they sought was to be 
found in the west, in the 
direction of Judea. 


"In those days everything in 


the sky was described as a 
star," Webb said. "The plan- 
ets were wandering stars, 
-meteors were shooting stars, 
and an event like the massing 
of three planets would have 
been called a star." 


Star of Bethlehem 


The massing of the three 


planets on that morning, he 
suggested, may have been 
what the ancients called the 
Star of Bethlehem. 


He said the planets do not 


come close enough to appear 
as a single star; even to the 
naked eye, they remain three 
distinct points of light in a 
triangle. 


Since the three massed 


stars are close to each other 
for 'only one or two nights, 
Webb said, the Wise Men 
must have set off on their 
long journey many days be- 
fore fee planets 
appeared 


together. 


The suggestion that three 


massed stars may have been 
the Star of Bethlehem is not 
new, Webb noted. It was first 
proposed by the German 
mathematician Johannes Kep- 
ler in 1604.

Yenchesky said the fire wai 


discovered at about 8:45 a.m. in 
the southeast corner of the 
stage area of the gymnasium 
shortly after the entire studen 
body gathered in the gym for an 
assembly program on the last 
day of school before the holiday 
vacation. 


Quick action by elementary 


principal Eugene Lakso, who 
discovered the flames, and high 
school principal James Jacobson 
averted serious damage. Both 
grabbed fire entinguishers an( 
doused the flames within min 
utes after they were discovered 
Yenchesky said. 


Flames Spread 


The container had been placed 


on the stage floor and it was 
reported that the flames spread 
to stage curtains. Lakso, who 
was walking along the side o 
the stage, noticed shadows o 
thef l i c k e ringflames, Yen- 
chesky said. 


It has not been determinec 


how the liquid was ignited 
Yenchesky said he had no 
report of anyone being seen 
near the fire-stricken area. 


School officials doubted if the 


container came from school 
supply areas. They believe it 
was brought in. The building 
was locked overnight and there 
was no sign of a break-in. 


Yenchesky said the students 


remained 
outside while the 


building was cleared of smoke 
and a search was_ made for 
other possible inclhdiary de- 
vices. None were found and 
classes were resumed for the 
day. 


Sheriffs department officials 


have called in a state fire 
marshal to assist in the investi- 
gation. What remained of the 
plastic container has been taken 
to the sheriffs office at Chilton.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Leav- 


ing a legislative shambles be- 
hind it, Congress has gone home 
for Christmas. 


But tiie work isn't done, and 


the run-on 91st Congress is by 
no means over. 


The Senate returns to session 


Dec. 28, still facing a deadlock 
and a filibuster over appropria- 
tions to continue federal subsi- 
dies for the supersonic transport 
—SST—airplane. 


It faces also a struggle over 


the triple-header bill to boost 
Social Security benefits, insti- 
tute President Nixon's plan of 
welfare reform, and impose new 
trade restrictions. 


Reform Measures 


The House voted to recess un- 


til Dec. 29—after the two senior 
members of the Ways and 
Means Committee declared that 
Social Security and welfare re- 
form measures cannot be enact- 
ed this session no matter what 
the Senate does. Despite that 
prediction from Rep. Wilbur 
Mills, D-Ark., and Rep. John 
Byrnes, R-Wis., Sen. John J. 
Williams, R-Del., said he would 
move soon after the Senate re- 
convenes to strip all but the So- 
cial Security provisions from 


the bill, and try to get that aid for Cambodia, with the stip 
passed. The House already has 
passed differing 'and separate 
versions from those embodied in 
the catch-all Senate measure.

Kiwi Fruit From New Zealand 


Kiwi is its name, this deli- 


cious fruit from New Zealand. 


No good looking at all, with 


its fuzzy exterior of its four- 
inch or so length, but delicious 
and interesting in taste. It is 
ripe when soft to touch and is 
an ideal table fruit for all 
occasions. 


After rubbing off the soft 


hairs on the skin, the minia- 
ture fruit may be halved and 
the flesh spooned out and 
eaten, or it may be complete- 
ly peeled. It may be served 
raw as an exciting addition to 
salads, or it may be cooked. 


The kiwi makes steak ten- 


der when rubbed with the 
peeled fruit. It goes into 
cakes, trifles, puddings and 
salads. It may be used sliced 
(after peeling) on ice cream 
or in it; pies are all the better 
in taste for the kiwi; it's ideal 
(cooked or stewed) for jellies. 
It's a wonderful little fruit 
with which to experiment, but 
here are a few recipes al- 
ready tried and true: 


. KIWI FRUTT TRIFLE 
6 pieces sponge cake 


8 stewed Kiwi fruit 
3 teaspoons plain 


gelatin 


¥2 cap hot water 
J/2 pint sweetened 


gooseberry syrnp 


1 tablespoon lemon 


juice 
Sugar as needed 


Place s p o n g e cake and 


stewed Kiwi (peel first before 
cooking) in bottom of bowl. 
Set aside. 


Dissolve gelatin in hot wat- 


er; add to gooseberry syrup; 
add lemon juice. Add sugar to 
taste, if needed or desired. 
Let stand to thicken. 


Pour over cake and Kiwi. 


Serve with custard or ice 
cream.

To make icing: Cream but- 


ter, add sugar, beating to 
smooth consistency. Add a 
touch of green coloring to 
make p a l e icing, 
adding 


enough milk to make proper 
consistency for spreading over 
top and sides of cake. 


JEWEL SALAD 


This combines peeled fresh 


slices of Kiwi fruit, pineapple 
chunks, banana slices, orange 
segments, 
fresh or 
frozen 


strawberries or other bright 
fruit. Loganberries, preserved 
or fresh raspberries, small 
red plums or cherries (pitted 
fresh or canned) may be used 
as desired. 


Blend the fruits., allowing 


them to stand in bowl in 
refrigerator several hours be- 
fore serving. 


If more juice seems needed, 


boil 1 tablespoon honey or 
sugar with 1 cup hot water. 
Cool syrup before pouring 
over salad. Serve fruit salad 
in lettuce cups or other at- 
tractive greens.

2. W h e r e possible, buy 


brands you've found satisfac- 
tory in the past.

3. Stick to the products of 


U S toymakers as much as 
you can. There is a g o o d 
reason for this: when you buy 
products from a U S. manu- 
facturer, you know exactly 
with whom you are dealing. 


4. Look for the "UL" (Un- 


derwriters Laboratories) seal 
on electrical toys. The "UL" 
seal shows the toy has been 
tested for the safety of all 
electrical parts and opera- 
tions. 


5. Read and follow direc- 


tions. Following the manufac- 
turer's directions should never 
be overlooked because "it's 
only a toy." Longer, and safer 
toy 
life 
will result from 


scrupulous attention to direc- 
tions — especially when care 
is taken to be sure the child 
understands the directions, 


6. Exercise some play su- 


pervision. An occasional "look- 
in" at children's play with 
toys won't inhibit them too 
much, and may prevent un- 
safe play with a safe toy. 


7. Spotcheck toys occasion- 


ally for minor damage. Re- 
member that a child sees no 
significance in a dent, crack 
or tear in a toy, if it's still in 
one piece. But often a spot of 
glue, a tightened bolt, a few 
drops of oil, or even a bit of 
adhesive tape, will prevent 
further damage that could 
lead to an accident. 


8. Discard or replace badly- 


damaged toys. Whether re- 
placement or discarding is the 
right a n s w e r depends, of 
course, on how high the toy 
ranks in the child's affection 
(that is — how often it is used , 
in play).

10. Protect toys with rea- 


sonable storage. Toy shelves 
or chests pay for themselves, 
not only in terms of long life 
for the playthings, but also as 
a means of preventing dam- 
age.

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Does Your Child Misbehave to Get Attention 


A 
normally well-behaved 


child may go to almost any 
lengths, including suddenly 
having a great many seeming 
accidents, being noisy and 
destructive, if he is suddenly 
ignored. P e r i o d i c circum- 
stances in every familv can 
present a c h i 1 d 's getting 
sufficient 
attention for the 


time being. A move from one 
home to another, economic or 
other difficulties, illness in the 
family, marital disputes, or a 
death are chief among rea- 
sons for temporary and some- 
times u n a v o i d a b l e child 
neglect. As a result a child 
may behave very badly, cry 
often and create senseless 
disturbances that seem de- 
signed to bedevil parents, who 
naturally 
ask themselves- 


"What's g o t t e n into our 
child?" 


If you and your child find 


yourselves in such a situation, 
keep in mind that he mav be 
merely s a y i n g in effect: 
"Hey. Look at me; pay me 
some mind I need you If I 
can't get your attention any 
other way, I'll behave so 
badly that you'll be forced to 
take some notice of me." 


Punishment, under such cir- 


cumstances, is not only cruel, 
but self-defeating It creates 
the opposite of the desired 
effect The child's feeling that 
he can draw your attention to 
himself only by misbehaving 
is confirmed, since your pun- 
ishment is attention of a sort. 
And so he'll continue to mis- 
behave, having been given the 
evidence that you won't notice 
him until his behavior be- 
comes intolerable. 


I do not suggest that all 


children's misbehavior is due 
to such conditions. But when 
t e m p o rary 
circumstances 


make it impossible for you to 
give your child as much 
attention as he needs, or as 
you normally pay him, try to 
make it up to him to what- 
ever extent you can. If he is 
five years old or older, and if 
he understands you, explain 
what is going on to the best of 
your abilities. . .not just once, 
but repeatedly. Promise that 
you'll be and play with him 


more often once the current 
crisis has passed. If possible, 
take some time out from your 
present concerns to give your 
child a special treat now and 
then, to sit him on your lap, 
to snuggle him, love him, read 
him a story and *o put a1! 
cares out of your and his 
mind for the moment. 


If you give some thought to 


how your child is affected by 
your circumstances or prob- 
lems, you'll find that he will 
be much more 
considerate 


and 
will clamor less for 


attention by behaving miser- 
ably. You'll have greater 
peace of mind during times of 
trouble and your home life 
will return to normal more 
rapidly if your child has some 
idea about what is going on 
and if he feels included. You 
do not shelter him by keeping 
him ignorant or by ignoring 
him.

Three short 
years ago, the Packers reign- 
ed supreme in the world pro 
football.

After a promising 3-1 
start, the Packers faded to 
seven losses in their last 10 
games — and four defeats in 
their last five. While the 
defensive unit was flat a few 
times, it's the offensive ma- 
chinery that requires at least 
a major tuneup — and prob- 
ably an overhaul. In at least 
half the season, the Packers' 
attack was ultra-anemic: they 
failed to score a touchdown in 
four games and were held to 
one TD in three others. Only 
two teams — New Orleans 
and Boston — put fewer 
points on the board than the 
Packers' total of 196. 


Part of the problem could 


well have b e e n Bengtson's 
failure to name an offensive 
chieftain or coordinator. He 
never saw fit to change the al- 
location of coaching duties, 
leaving about three men in 
charge of various phases of 
the offense. The 1970 Packers 
failed to score a touchdown 
from scrimmage against their 
chief Central Division rivals, 
Minnesota and Detroit (they) 
chalked up one touchdown 
against the Vikings on a 100- 
yard kickoff return by Dave 
Hampton). Since both the 
Lions and the Vikings are well 
stocked with young players — 
and aren't apt to deteriorate

W/se Men's 'Star to Reappear 


By NILS J. BRUZELIUS 
Associated Press Writer 
BOSTON (AP) — Early 


Christmas m o r n i n g three 
"wandering stars" will appear 
together to reproduce a rare 
celestial event that may have 
led the Vise Men to the 
Bethlehem m a n g e r where 
Christ was born. 


The "stars," actually the 


planets Venus, Jupiter and 
Mars, will mass that morning 
near the crescent moon in a 
phenomenon very like one 
that occurred'in 7 B.C., the 
year the Christ child is be- 
lieved to have been bom. 


In that year,, the planets 


Jupiter, Saturn v and Mars 
came together in the heavens, 
an event that happens once 


every 800 years, said Walter 
N. Webb, assistant director of 
the Charles Hayden Plan- 
etarium of the Boston Mu- 
seum of Science. 


Fraught With Meaning 
The massing of three, plan- 


ets will not be a visually 
spectacular event this year, 
said Webb, nor would it have 
been in the year Jesus was 
born. But to an astrologer— 
and the Three Wise Men are 
thought to have been expert in 
the occult science of interpret- 
ing heavenly signs—the plan- 
ets' coming -together may 
have seemed, fraught with 
meaning; 


Some historians believe the 


Wise Men came from the area 
of Mesopotamia. If so, said 


Webb, the apparent westward 
movement of the three plan- 
ets, caused by the rotation of 
the earth, could have suggest- 
ed to them that the new-born 
king they sought was to be 
found in the west, in the 
direction of Judea. 


"In those days everything in 


the sky was described as a 
star," Webb said. "The plan- 
ets were wandering stars, 
meteors were shooting stars, 
and an event like the massing 
of three planets would have 
been called a star." 


Star of Bethlehem 


The massing of the three 


planets on that morning, he 
suggested, may have been 
what the ancients called the 
Star of Bethlehem. 


He said the planets do not 


come close enough to appear 
as a single star; even to the 
naked eye, they remain three 
distinct points of light in a 
triangle. 


Since the three massed 


stars are close to each other 
for only one or two nights, 
Webb said, the Wise Men 
must have set off on their 
long journey many days be- 
fore the planets appeared 
together. 


The suggestion that three 


massed stars may have been 
the Star of Bethlehem is not 
new, Webb noted. It was first 
proposed by the German 
mathematician Johannes Kep- 
ler in 1604.

Three-Fox Valley coroners

Atty. Gen. JRohert W. Warren 


held Monday, in an opinion 
given the-Iowa County district 
attorney's .office, that under 
state law the records of blooc 
tests, made by coroners are no 
longer considered confidential 
information. 


Warren's opinion somewhat 


contradicts that of his 
predecessor, Brorison C. LaFoI- 
lette, who had denied public 
access to the test results on 
grounds that the legislative in- 
tent was to protect the individu- 
al record so that it could cot be 
used for statistical purposes. 


Warren said: "While that 


may have been the intention ol 
the legislature, ft is my opinion 
that this statute imposes the 
cloak of confidentiality only on 
the records of the Division of 
Health." 


New State Law 


Under a recently enacted 


state law, blood alcohol tests 
must be done on persons killed 
in traffic accidents. Some Wis- 
consin coroners had voluntarily 
conducted the tests long before 
the law was passed. 


The blood samples are sent to 


the Division of Health's accredi- 
ted laboratory at Madison for 
analysis. ' 


Most coroners, while refusing

public", have passed them on to 
official agencies, such as law 
enforcement, and to attorneys 
and insurance companies that 
figured in the particular cases. 


Outagaimie County Coroner 


Bernard H. Kemps said he has 
released the blood-alcohol test 
results "on a limited basis."

ly releasing the results "to save 
relatives of the victim and 
innocent parties from embar- 
rassment." 


The tests, Kemps said, "pro- 


tect file innocent and help place 
the blame where it belongs." 


Tests during the past two 


years hi Wisconsin have shown 
that nearly two out of every 
three persons killed hi traffic 
accidents had been .drinking ami 


legally intoxicated. A blood-al- 
cohol level of .15 per cent is 
considered proof of intoxication 
in the state., 


Kemps said the test results 


sometimes are given to insur- 
ance companies, on request, 
because such information could 
"help- bring fair settlements. 
He said' the amount of some 
types of insurance benefits are 
determined in part by whether 
the insured person was drunk. 


Kemps said he would make a 


decision on releasing test re- 
sults through his office when be 
gets official notification from 
Warren.

The Case for God ... Ill 
Clues to Divine Nature 
Are in Living Experiences 


By GEORGE W. CORNELL 


AP Religion Writer 


A wild deer spots a human 


figure and flees in terror. Later, 
trapped beneath a fallen tree, 
the deer is freed by a forest 
ranger and trots off in amazed 
relief. Again, starving in winter, 
he is fed from a hay truck. 


Gradually the deer begins to 


catch on. He's not a prey of his 
environment, but in a preserve, 
still facing his own choices and 
risks, but puzzlingly somehow, 
cared for. Be becomes aware of 
the ranger not as an alien dan- 
ger, but as a miraculous friend- 
ly power involved in living, as 
one who frees and feeds. 


That, in a rough analogy, is 


how man got to know God. More 
precisely, it is how God made 
himself 
known 
to 
man—by 


showing His ways in human his- 
tory. 


"He made known His acts," 


the Psalmist says, "to the peo- 
ple of Israel." 


Not Bleak 


Although other major reli- 


gions see the world as a bleak, 
sad cycle from which they seek 
surcease, Judeo - Christianity 
considers it a dynamic, divinely 
constituted stage of revelation, 
responsibility 
and growth to- 


ward a sacred consummation. 


"The Biblical view is that God 


himself is present in the histori- 
cal 
struggle, 
directing 
the 


course of human affairs toward 
his own end," says Anglican 
scholar C. F. D. Moule. 


It is only through the unfold- 


ing tutelage of events that man- 
kind discerns the signs of God in 
the human story. 


A "light to the nations," the 


prophet Isaiah put it. "Behold, 
your salvation comes ... The 
earth shall be full of the knowl- 
edge of the Lord as the waters 
cover the sea." 


Earthly Pilgrimage 


That's what puts the promise 


into the earthly pilgrimage. 


The realization didn't result 


from philosophical speculation, 
theorizing or metaphysical ab- 
stractions, but rather was thrust 
upon men by God's self-disclo- 
sure in occurrences, at His initi- 
ative and as He determined. 


That's actually the only possi- 


ble way men can know about 
God, 
since anything they could 


figure out would be a man-fash-

ioned, man-sized "god," a do- 
mesticated 
idol, devised 
by 


is considered divinely imparted, 
not thought up by men. The 
revelations came through a par- 
ticular people, the Jews. 


"Behold, My convenant is 


with you," God's call struck 
through to Abraham, far back 
in antiquity in the Tigris-Eu- 
phrates Valley, regarded the cra- 
dle of human life. "Go .. . And 
I will make you a blessing ... 
to all the families of the earth." 


He went. From the start, it 


was through action that men re- 
ceived 
the 
divine 
"Word," 


which doesn't mean just a dis- 
turbance of sound waves, but an 
out-flowing of God's presence, 
spirit and will. 


The record of His disclosure 


among men is contained in a 
compendium '"of books, the 'Bi- 
ble. Unlike most religious litera- 
ture, it is not chiefly a collection 
of noble sayings, but a drum- 
roll of events, people, struggles, 
great and terrible, of frailty, 
doubts and heroism, of the ulti- 
mate might of right. 


Salvation History 


It isn't meant as a scientific 


treatise but as "salvation histo- 
ry," a vivid, sometimes para- 
bolic account, not of man's 
searching out God, but of God's 
persistent, unrelenting quest for 
man and man's stumbling, often 
faithless response. 


"For the mountains may de- 


part and the hills be removed, 
but My steadfast love shall not 
depart from you." came the 
loly message sensed by the pro- 
phets, those strange, acute men,

concern. 


The documentary accounts,

The failure permitted 
thousands of its constituents to gain the 
impression that the threat of unruly 
conduct or violence or noisy protest 
could throttle the principle of open 
discussion and free speech on a campus 
that has treasured its democratic 
traditions for nearly a century. It per- 
mitted the press and others to comment 
unfavorably on such a state of affairs, 
including a critical commentary in these 
columns at the time. We now happily 
retract our earlier criticism, and hail the 
university's adherence to the idea that 
all voices can be heard within its 
precincts, including that of one of the 
highest officers of our national govern- 
ment.

How Valid Is Vietnam's Constitution ?

derstatement of the year, at least in 
South Vietnam, Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court Tran Minh Tiet said that 
"one has the impression that the con- 
stitution is being ignored." 


The case involves Deputy Tran Ngoc 


Chau, accused 
of treason 
by 
the 


government of South Vietnam. Deputy 
Chau had met with his brother, an 
acknowledged supporter of the Viet Cong, 
although he claimed that it was in an 
effort to bring his brother over to the 
side of Saigon — and that the meetings 
were known to American authorities and 
perhaps even suggested by them. 


Chau was tried by a military tribunal 


after the National Assembly had with- 
drawn his immunity from prosecution. 
He was found guilty. But way back last 
May the South Vietnamese Supreme 
Court ruled that the military field court 
was unconstitutional in its procedures 
and composition. Mr. Chau stayed in 
jail. In October the Supreme Court ruled 
further 
that Chau's conviction was 


unconstitutional and his ten year sen- 
tence was nullified. It further ruled that 
the National Assembly had acted 
illegally in lifting the legislative im- 


munity through a petition process in- 
stead of a three-fourths vote of the 
members. 


Chau stayed in jail. 
President Thieu, who pushed the case 


hard, asked the National Assembly to 
reconsider and maybe bring Chau to 
trial again. The Assembly did nothing. 
President Thieu did nothing. And Chau is 
still in jail. 


We can understand the confusion' 


over such procedures in a nation where 
representative government, a con- 
stitution protecting civil liberties and 
due process of law according to our 
Western standards are something very 
new. Moreover, it is a nation at war, with 
the enemy probably in the official 
government as well as in positions of 
authority in outlying villages. As the 
United States forces leave, it probably 
seems imperative to the Thieu regime to 
crack down on dissidents. There is not 
likely to be much of a democratic rule in 
that unhappy country whether the 
ARVN or the National Liberation Front 
win out. 


But it's difficult to understand the 


official American silence on the affair — 
particularly if we were involved in 
Chau's contact with his brother.

On the legislative payrolls 


collecting 
comfortable 


salaries for work that is less 
than onerous is a corps of men 
and women hired for ''public 
relations" purposes. Their job 
is to publicize the names and 
the activities of the members 
of the legislature of both 
parties for the edification of 
their constituents. The fact 
that 23 members of the 


legislature or one-fifth of the 
total membership of that body 
can find business at a vacation 
spot 2,000 miles from Madison 
as the wintry winds afflict 
their home state is at least as 
interesting and newsworthy 
an event as some of the puffs 
dispatched by their hirelings. 


With that acknowledge- 


ment, it is necessary for a 
fair understanding of the 
"junketing" question to add 
that the legislators have a 
legitimate complaint when 
they accuse capitol reporters 
about being extraordinarily 
selective in their accusations 
of free and easy (and costly) 
travel habits in the state 
government 
establishment 


. Any one who has ever waited 
for a plane to depart or to 
arrive at the Madison airport 
and has a fair acquaintance 
with the faces in the ranking 
hierarchy of the state ad- 
ministration — and even the 
middle ranks — cannot fail to 
note the extensive traveling 
habits of the non-elected of- 
ficials of the state govern- 
ment These range from the 
universities 
to the 
ad- 


ministrative services, large 
and small. If there are any 
controls over travel there, 
they obviously do not inhibit 
expenses seriously. 


The difference is that those 


junketing officers are not so 
conspicuous. They do not hold 
elective office. The career, 
man has an immunity for 
reasons not altogether desr or 
defensible. 


Knowles Took Trips 


Retiring Gov. Knowles Is 


also a "lame duck." But he 
has been able to take two 
major trips recently since the 
election without an audible 
objection. If legislators feel 
that they are the victims of 
discrimination, they probably 
have some cause. 


It is clearly as justifiable for 


legislators, the people's direct 
representatives in the control 
of the state government, to 
attend meetings of their 
fellows around the country at 
intervals as it is for finance 
officers, deans of colleges, and 
officers of the service agen- 
cies. Some agencies send so 
many of'their officials to such 
conventions 
that 
they 


frequently close their state 
offices for aE intents and 
purposes. 


The difference is that 


elected representatives' are 
more 
closely 
observed. 


Perhaps there is also a 
distinction in the degree of 
respect that is held by the 
public 
— 
and 
press 


representatives as samples of 
that public — for elected 
"politicians" as distinguished 
from "career" officials. It is 
not fair, from the viewpoint 
of the former. But it is a fact of 
life, and they will be prudent 
to act accordingly. They have 
a defensive weapon in the 
audit machinery at thtir 
command, if they want to use- 
it.

The kidneys normally are wel 


protected and supported by pads 
of fat. Even so, they will move 
a matter of a few inches when 
you change from lying down to 
standing up. 


A "floating kidney" is one 


that moves too much, because 
of some fault in its supportive 
tissues — a floating kidney is 
most often found in lean per- 
sons. 


Anyway, as the kidney drops 


downward when you stand up, it 
may cause pain, including pain 
from kinking of 'the ureter, the 
outlet duct of the kidney. 


In itself a floating kidney is 


not necessarily harmful. If it 
doesn't cause discomfort, forget 
it. But when it does cause pain, 
then several possibilities are 
available. 


First, sometimes a snug, sup- 


portive girdle will help, by 
keeping the kidney from moving 
far enough to cause pain. 


Sometimes if the person gains 


a little weight (and along with it 
a l i t t l e more fat in the 
abdomen) it will add enough 
support to limit the movement 
of the kidney and protect it. 


If the symptoms are too 


severe and too frequent, then 
surgery is the answer, to anchor 
the kidney more snugly in 
place.
